GENERAL  COMMENTS 


Woodring's  proposed  to  establish  a licensed  wrecking  facility, 
approximately  200  feet  by  200  feet  at  3135  Highway  2,  west  of 
Kalispell,  Montana. 

Flathead  County  officials  reviewed  the  proposal  and  indicated  it 
was  in  accordance  with  local  government  zoning  and  ordinances. 

State  law  requires  junk  vehicles  to  be  shielded  from  public  view 
which  is  any  point  six  feet  above  the  centerline  of  any  public  road. 

The  proposed  facility  will  be  screened  by  a fence  on  all  four  sides. 

No  license  will  be  issued  until  the  proposed  facility  is  properly 
shielded  from  public  view  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of  16.14.202 
ARM. 


There  will  be  an  aesthetic  impact  resulting  from  establishing  this 
facility  on  neighboring  property  owners  that  can  view  the  facility. 
State  law  requires  the  proposed  facility  be  shielded  from  public  roads, 
not  private  residences.
